Engineering. At the Annual Conference of the 
Representative Council of the Association of Engineering 
and Ship-Building Draughtsmen, held in Edinburgh, 
Mr. N. Lewin moved, and it was unanimously carried, 
on April 4th, 1926.—“ That for the purpose of assisting 
international understanding this Conference recommends 
to the members the study of the International Language 
Esperanto.” 

League of Nations’ Union. The Executive of the 
L.N.U. on April 15 passed the following resolution :— 
“ The League of Nations' Union, recognising that mutual 
intelligibility is essential for international understanding 
and concord, welcomes the approval by the British 
Association of the introduction of an International 
Auxiliary Language as a makeshift means of communi¬ 
cation between people who have not learnt one another’s 
language. It notes the findings of the British Association, 
that Latin would be too difficult for the purpose and that 
adoption of any modern language would confer undue 
advantage and excite jealousy. It endorses the British 
Association’s choice of Esperanto because of 

(a) its neutrality. 

(b) its simplicity. 
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(c) the well thought out scientific principles on 

which it is based. 

(d) the rapidity with which it can be acquired.. 

(e) the extent to which it is already in use. 

The League of Nations’ Union would welcome a pro¬ 
nouncement by the League of Nations urging the 
Governments of States Members to encourage the teach¬ 
ing of Esperanto in the schools, and a proposal that the 
Committee of Intellectual Co-operation be requested to 
suggest, if necessary, any improvements which would 
make Esperanto more effective as a means of communi¬ 
cations between the nations.” 

Philately. Copies are to hand of the magazine Radio de 
Filintcrn (Oficiala organo de Filatelista Internacio ), 
address, l.Twerskaja-Jamskaja No.3, Moscow, U.S.S.R. 
This is printed in several languages, including Esper¬ 
anto, and it is intended to use Esperanto increasingly. 

Post. The press recently reported the issue of official 
postcards in Russia with the text in Russian, French, 
and Esperanto. The latest issue of postcards gives the 
text in Russian and Esperanto only. 

Radio. In Moscow, 1—6 March, the Congress of 
Radio Amateurs of U.S.S.R. (322 delegates), with 3 
dissentients, accepted Esperanto as the official language 
of Soviet radio-amateurs. 

Scouts. The Scouts' Esperanto League is holding 
its fifth International Camp the third week in July, close 
to Prague. Scouts from several countries will partici¬ 
pate, and Esperanto only be spoken. The British 
contingent leaves London 17 July. Full particulars from 
ScoutmasterNorman Booth. Netherton, Nr. Huddersfield. 
Contrast the following ! —“ Foreign scouts visited 
Prague during the Easter holidays—128 from England 
and Holland. Their relations with the Czechoslovakian 
scouts consisted for the most part of friendly smiles and 
questioning looks. The Czechoslovakian scout-masters 
who knew English were of course insufficient in number 
to talk with their guests. Thus the caravan walked 
dumbly with their Czechoslovakian comrades, although 
certainly there was much they would have liked to say to 
one another. The scouts forget to learn Esperanto, as 
they should, in order to use it on such occasions. What 
boots it to have international camps when their members 
have no means of understanding one another?” [Trans, 
from “ La Progreso,"Praha, April, 1926).

Importance Of the B.E.A. Diploma. Classes are being 
formed in increasing numbers by various Educational 
authorities. Often the trouble is to find a teacher ful¬ 
filling the requirements of the authorities, who require 
proof that the teacher is qualified before engaging him. 

A fresh case in point is to hand from a town where the 
local educational authorities desire to form classes in two 
centres, with a paid teacher. Competent teachers are to 
hand, but the educational authorities cannot, appoint 
them as they are not certificated. The classes cannot 
therefore be formed. We think that the Education 
Authorities are right in this matter. The blame lies with 
the Esperantist would-be teachers, who neglect to provide 
themselves with the necessary qualifications. No Esper¬ 
antist worth his salt will be satisfied till he has obtained 
the Diploma of the B.E.A 

An Esperantist hung. We were a little perturbed at 

first on hearing that one of our Members was recently 
hung in London, but find on enquiry that it is not the lady 
herself but her pictures. We offer hearty congratulations 
to our talented member, Miss Dorothy Kenrick, who is 
again exhibiting pictures in the Royal Academy. 

“ The Record ” (official organ of the Transport and 
General Workers’ Uuion) for April, contains an article 
full of facts concerning the latest progress of Esperanto. 

Finland. We have received an account of various 
Esperanto Congresses in Helsinki in April, from which 
it is clear that our movement is making good progress in 
that country. The Government gives a yearly grant of 
25,000 marks to the Finnish Esperanto Institute (which, 
by the way, during the year sold literature to about 
the same value). It is believed that this grant will 

shortly be increased.
